made him feel that it was impossible to ex- 
aggerate the reed tor immediate action. They 
needed first a considerable sum of money” to 
be spent in giving imstant relief in special 
eases Lhe Fmergency Fund, as it now was, 

was not sufficient. Secondly, they needed a 
thorough ey age ey to provide M a per- 
manent way for the future. As regards this 
latter need, he was glad to know that the mind 
of the Church was thoroughly awakened, and 
that there was a strong determination to 
grapple with the problem, They held in their 
hands the report of the Commitice appointed by 
the Representative Church Body to consider it. 
and he had no doubt that the Synod wotld 
follow up that report with strong and definite 
action. And might he point out that those who 
had been inclined to mingle blame with their 
demand for action on that matter had little 
reason on their side ? Might he venture to say that 
the Church had shown an extraordinary readiness 
to recognise the need and to respond to it? 
Churches always tended to be conservative .in 
their ways. But from the very moment that 
the stress began during the later years of 
the war nearly every diocese in Ireland initiated 
a movement for the augmentation of clerical 
‘mcome., And «ll over the country leading 
laymen, though in most cases troubled with 
the anxicties of a very harassing time, and 
sometimes. in the midst of deep personal 
sorrow, made the work their own, recognising 
that the responsibility was theirs. Further, 
there had been a very strong effort in a great 
many parishes to make a permanent improve- 
ment in the position of the clergy. These 
facts had not, he thought, received the recogni- 
tion they deserved. They proved that the 
splendid spirit of devotion and self-sacrifice, 
which saved the Church at the time of her 
disestablishment, still existed in the hearts of 
her children. For his part he had no fear as 
regards the loyalty and generosity of their 
people. They would do their utmost in the 
present crisis, as their fathers dd in the 
crisis of the past. Never hed any Church laity 
more faithful than the laity of the Church of 
Ireland. 

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM. 

The report of the Committee on Retrench- 
ment and Reform was a document of tho 
highest importance. They owed deep gratitude 
to the members of the Committee for their 
thorough examination of the present condition 
and needs of the Church and for the sugges- 
tions which they made. ‘They showed’ quite 
clearly that it was in the power of the Church 
to effect very great reforms without going 
beyond the limits which were set by the laws 
and conditiong under which she now worked 
and lived. In certain important respects, the 
report. seemed to him to imdicate the true liner 
of progress. But he ventured to think that 
they required something mote if the greatest 
problems were to be solved. He did not find 
in the report a sufficient realisation of the 
existence of those problems. most urgent 
problem for the Church seemed to him to be 
this—“ How to employ fully the great | 
resources of men and monéev which ghe 
ased. There had been too great an 
inclination to regard the question as merely a 
question of finance. In the best sense 
the Chureh was not poo-, for she had the most 
loyal and devoted people that any Church ever 
od. Het laity had never failed her. They 
would not fail her now. (Applause.) But to 
wim their full supmort they must show that they 


| were really doing their work, and not wasting 


their resources. It was waste to send a strong 
man in the fall vigour of his youth into some 
small, re acte parish, where h> must minster 
to & dwindlmg population, and where there was 
nothing to draw forth his powers, and then, 
perhaps, to leave him there for the rest of his 
natural life. He said doliberately that that was 
wrong. Again, it was even more wasteful to 
fail to take full advantage of the magnificent 
oppertuniiies afforded by their growing popula- 
tion in the North. They ought to pour men 
inte that part of their field. They ought to 
send all their yourg men there for training 
and experience, During the last generation 
there had come to the Church of Ireland the 
grandest opportunity given to her for centuries, 
and she had not realised it. He was often 
amared at the blindness of some amongst 
them. There were good peonle, clergy and 
laity, keonly interested in the work and welfare 
of. the Church who knew more about Fuh-Chow 
or Uganda than they did ahout Belfast or Por- 
tadown or Lurgan. (Laughter.) They did not 
realise that there were teeming populations of 
their fellow-Churchmen where more clergymen 
were urgently needed and where the most 
valuable experience was to be had. 
THE TRUE SOLUTION. 

What he would very earnestly press upon his 
fellow-Churchmen was this—the true solution 
of our present problems is to be found in the 
practical applivation of the great rule given 
them by Our Lord Himself—*“ Seck first the 
Kingdom of God, and all these things (that was 

the material needs) 
unto 8 =you.”” That was 
the lesson the whole world needed at the pre- 
sent time. They saw mien grasping at money, 
striking for higher pey and getting it, and the 
more money they got the higher prices soared, 
the worse the situation became. Work, not 
money, was the only solution. In the simple, 
conscientious doing of the duty of life, what- 
ever it might be, was to be found the way to 
better things. The Kingdom of God was not 
far away in some distant heavenly sphere: it 
was here and now in the common things of 
daily life. There they were to seek it. And so 
it must be with their Church of Ireland, Let 
her grasp with resolute will the practical pro- 
bleme which were now presented to her. Let 
her refuse to be bound by the dead hand of the 
old legalities. Let her clear her eyes of pre- 
judices and prepossessions which prevented her 
discerning the true path of progress. And he 
was quite certain that the means of life for her 
ministers would not be wanting. All these 
things would be added unto her. Fifty years 
had passed away since the link which united 
the Church of Ireland with the State was 
severed. Across that half-century they looked 
back into a world very different from the 
world of toxlay. During that period a great 
Continental Empire rose into glittering emi- 
hence, overshadowing the world, and fell in 
ruins. During that period the social conditions 
of their country, and indeed of ell countries, 
had been revolutionised. And still their little 
Church lived on, bearing her witness for Christ, 
doing her quiet work, overcoming one difficulty 
after another. There was no reason for despair. 
Nay! there was reason for sober confidence. 
Trusting in God, true to their calling, with 
faith and duty as their watchwords, putting 
firet things first—if they had, indeed, the mind 
and the Ag to do tam would be able to 
pass on to.the generations to come that good! 
spiritual heritage which the confusions of fifteen 
centuries have not been able to degiroy. (Ap- 
plause.)

REPRESENTATION OF WOMEN. 

The Fé“ i of Ossory and Judge Wakel - 
sented a bill to remove the sex Dingualibaadin 
in respect.of women, and to make them eligible 
to act as parish officers—i.c., on vestries; as 
alate tan and as parochial hominators, 
eu. 


Dr. Gregg explained that this bill did not 
go .ao far as the one he introduced 
last year (which was defeated in the Synod). 
Last year's bill went as far as it was possible 
to. go in respect of positions that might be 
held by laymen. The present was a more 
mnodest bill, and simply dealt with parochial 
positions, One of the things urged against 
his bill a year ago was that women were not 
the same temperamentally as men. That was 
why he asked the Synod to pass his bill. At 
present they wet» keeping out thé represente- 
tives of a distinctive body of the laity. Women 
wete a desperately important part of the laity— 
(hear, hear, and laughter)—and since the war 
no man would dispute that. The State had 
recognised women in giving them the franchice; 
and was the Church going to exclude women 
when the State had led the way and shown, at 
any rate, that women were capable of being 
trusted? They had a woman in Parliament, 
and, by the Sex Disqualificasions Removal Bill 
of 1919, they would have women on juries 
in September next. Already they had women 
magistrates, four having recently been ap- 
pointed for.the County Dublia, and im a very 
short time they wonld have women barristers 
and gsolicitors.- Within the last few days th 
last stronghold of lost causes and impossible 
loyalties had surrendered. (Laughter.) Women 
were now to be admitted to the degrees of 
Oxford University. It wae the one retrograde 
step their forefathers toox in 1870, when they 
denied women the share it» parochial duties 
which they had enjoyed for hundreds of years 
in the Church of England and in the Church 
of Ireland before the Disestablishment, How 
could they Irck their women in the face and 
tell them that they could control their homes 
and allow them to collect the money and do 
other parochial work of importance but deny 
them the vote? He did not anticipate that 
they would see, any more than they did in 
the House cf Commons. that women would 
“swamp ” the men, and he asked for a second 
reading of the bill. | Points raised could be 
dealt with in Committee. 

Judge Wakely seconded. 

' CANON TRISTRAM’S VIEW. 

Canon Tristram said that he would ask the 
bishop to accept an amendment limiting the 
scope of his bill to the vestries. Women, he 
said, preferred to deal with great principles 
and ideals, and not with details. (Cries. of 
“ No.”) “I dare say some who contradict me 
are married men,” reiorted the Canon: amid 
laughter. He could, he eaid, give reasons from 
his'own experience of women on parochial com- 
mittees. They got very little business done. 
The women were “too diffuse and irrelevant.”’ 
(Laughter.) After a little more training they 
would be more amenable. (More laughter.) 
The bishop told them in pleading for his ball | 
that the House of Commons had not been 
“gwamped’’ by women. “Thank God for 
thaí,” added:the speaker. 

Rev, M. B. Hogg moved an amendment that 
the bill be deferred till 1922, by which time 
vestries and diocesan eynods would have had 
time to discuss whether it was des.rable or 
not, and they would see by then how far the 
dioceses wanted the change 

Rev. H. D. Murphy interposed to say that 
the Synod of Down, Connor, and Dromore was 
in favour of the change contemplated by the 
bill. 

The Earl of Wicklow seconded Canon Hogg’s 
amendment, and said that he understood that 
the question wag raised laat year and def 

by a narrow majority. He was not si 

that the báshon choald bu 

ence more, but he regrette ) 
so, because he could not think that a question 
gó momentous as this appeared to be should 
be either passed into law or rejected by a 
narrow majority. Very little short of the 
unanimeus vote of that Synod would he 
sufficient authority for the great change in their 
constitution which this bill proposed: It was 
argued because of the wonderful services which 
women rendered during the war, and that they 
were able to do the work of mon, that they 
should. therefore, do thet work for -ail. time. 
Hé did not see the reasonableness of that. He 
would be a bold man who belittled the services 
which women had rendered to mankind 
throughout history, and at no time more con- 
spicuously than during the great wer. They 
stepped into the breach —and into the breeches, 
ioo but God forbid that they should remain 
in them. (Mneh laughter.) He could admire 
the woman who punched. his ticket on a ‘bus, 
or the woman driver of a Government motor 
ear who nearly knocked him down ait the corner 
of the street: “but.” said his lordship, “I 
should admire her much more if she were 
pushing a perambulator.’’ (Renewed laughter.) 
There were many in that Synod from different 
parts-of Ireland who knew from experience in 
their parishes that a great many of the women 
would be a most unmitigated nuisance. The 
bishop had said that hi« bill did not go eo 
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far as last vear. But if once they admitted 
women into the vestries, what was to prevent 
them “‘swamping ” the men in that Synod saa | 
voting themselves into Holy Orders? Som: 
might «ay that that would be no harm, but: he 
(the speaker) stuck by St. Paul’s teaching in 
this matter, and, if they wanted to go beyond 
that teaching, it was time to get a new religion 
and cease. calling themselves Christians. In 
conclusion, Lord Wicklow asked the members 
of the Synod to consider carefully before vot- 
ing that afternoon on so importent a question. 
The Church of Ireland was not theirs to play 
“ducks and drakes ” with. They were trustees 
of a great inheritance, and he repeated that 
the bill should not be eerried into effect except 
by unanimous vote. The amendment simply 
asked them to give time for the Diocesan Synods 
to’ consider the question. (Applause.) He 
begged them to consider whether it would not 
be better to wait for two years to obtain 
unanimity of opinion, which he thought there 
was not the smallest chance of the Bishop of 
Ossory obtaining on his bill that afternoon. 


MR. MACONCHY. 

Mr. Maconchy said that he wished to speak 
as strongly as he could against the amendment. 
The agitation that women should have a voice 
in the affairs of the Church began in the year 
1913. but it was hung up by consent during the 
war. It was revived last year by the Bishop of 
Ossory; who: brought in a bill, perhaps asking 
for too much, and if he had asked for less his 
bill would have passed last year. (Hear, hear.) 
They looked upon the question now with 
- different eyes from the old times. They knew 
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amidst applause. The House then went into 
Committee on the bill, which was dealt with 
clause by clause. ‘The preamble was pecssed, 
and the third reading was fixed for Thureday. 

MESSAGE FROM SOCIETY OF FRIENDS. 

At this stage the President said that he had 
just received a messege from the Society of 
Friends, which he thought the Synod would hike 
to get. 

The message, which was sent by Mr. Joseph 
T. Wigham on behalf of the Society ot Friends 
in Dublin, was as follows :— 

“As we have met together at our annual 
meeting in Dublin, we have been drawn into 
prayerful concern and anxious thought for the 
best welfare of our country. As a Church we 
have never taken sides in party politics, but we 
feel copstrained to express our sorrow for the 
present condition of Ireland and our abhorrence 
of those acts of violence and injustice ‘which 
are being committed at this time. We are con- 
vinced that such acts are contrary to the law 
of God, .and can never be justified, whatever the 
aim may be. The problems which we have to 
face are difficult and many-sided; yet we believe 
that by carrying out the principles of love and 
active good-will in the spirit of our Divine Lord 
and Master Jesus Christ right end justice will 
prevail, end our country be brought into that 
state of peate, order, and contentment which 
we all desire. We earnestly appeal to our 
fellow-cOuntrymen, of whatever political or 
religious faith, to cherish this spirit of love and 
good-will, even towards those whose ideels and 
purposes seer to be bitterly opposed to their 
own. Let us as individuals and as a nation 
with courage and confidenve place obedience to 
the will of God above every other considera- 
tion.” 

The President—-I am sure that we receive 
that message from the Society of Friends with 
deep respect and sympathy, and I am sure I 


have your permission to ask our secretaries to 


acknowledge it and convey to them our thanks 
end our agreement with the principles which 
they express. (Applause.) 

The Synod adjourned until to-day at eleven 
o'clock.

that a great deal of work was done by women 
during the war, and they could not. speak too 
highly of what they had done. (Applause.) Me 
did not speak of mechanical work, for which 
men were best fitted owing to their strength, 
but wonderful work in organisation and com- 
mittee work had been done by them. It was a 
revelation to them all. After all these years, 
when women were admitted to the full franchise 
in England and the House of Commons, and to 
cll that men could do in the Church of Eng- 
land, was it reasonable for them to ask that 
they should postpone the bill again in order to 
obtain unanimity? Was it possible to obtain 
unanimity? (No, no.) It wes time that all 
the resources of the Church should be called 
for both in brains and money, and were they | 
going to be precluded from half of their mem- 
bers participating in that work? 

The President said that the amendment was 
equivalent to rejecting the bill on its second 
reading. 

Mr. J. Garvey seid that as regards their 
attitude towards that bill he thought that the 
Bishop of Ossory described it very fairly when 
he said that it was a modest bill, They were 
asked to put women into a position in which 
they would excel. (Hear, -hear.) 

Mr. C. P. Coghill said thet his objection to 
women being on vestries was not because of 
their qualifications. His objection was thet if 
women were placed on vestries it would give the 
death-blow to laymen’s interest in the Church. 
(Cries of “No, no.) If they found their 
mothers and sisters and aunts entitled to do 
the work, then the men would shelve it on to 
them. That was his obiection, and he thought 
that if women were admitted mischief would 
| be done. i : 

Judge Wakely replied to the various argu- 
ments, and said that his experience was that 
women said less and talked more to the point 
than men, while they were five times as 
as men in working out the details of a scheme. 
(Applause.) 

The amendment was then put to the meeting, 
and was declared lost.

In the Nerthern Police Court.

Before evidence was called, defendant said the 
first he heard of the prosecution was when he read 
the case in the Press. s 

Mr. Lupton said a letter had appeared in the 
Press after the hearing of the case, and all he 
would say regarding it was that it was most 
unfair. Things were written to the papers about 
people who were not able to reply: they. would not 
be written if they. were able, because there would 
be an action for Whel. It was being done every 
day, and it was grossly unfair, 

Inspector Murphy. in answer to Mr. Burke 
Assistant Law Agent for the Corporation, sdid 
McDonaki’s clothing and hands were dirty, and his 
boots were covered with manure. The outside of the 
cart on which the milk was brought was coated 
with manure, which appeared to have been on it 
for a eonsiderable time. McDonakb said that he 
was in defendant's employ 

Mr. Duggan sail that the man was not engaged 
in distributing milk; he merely drove the car to 
the dairy. He was not measuring out milk te 
customers, and could not, therefore, be held te be a 
cause of contamimation or infection. 

Defendant was examined, and said that for th 
last eight years; he had been supplying milk to 
Dublin. McDonald had oniy been a short time in 
his employ. Since the day he brought the milk to 
the Lican Dairy he had left defendant's. service. 
McDonald had never had anything to do with the 
milking of the cows and never came into contact 
with the milk® in any way. 

Mr. Lupton asked were these milk cans locked 
when delivered at the Lucan Dairy. 

Mr. O'Dwyer replied that there were two lids on 
the cans—one an ordinary lid, and the other what 
was called a dash lid. Under the lids was a cloth. 

Rurke-—That does not mean that the cans 
were locked. 

Mr. O'Dwyer shid that. McDonald was always 
clean enough to handle milk cans. As regards the 
spring cart, no Manure ever went into it. 

Mr. O'Dwyer toki Mr. Lupton that he wrote a 
letter to the Press, as he felt very aggrieved over 
the report of the case that had appeared. 

Mr. Lapteon—fut do you not think it is not 
Christian to write what reflects on cther 
eapecially when it is not a fact: 

Mr. O'Dwyer—I admit that; but I was knocked 
about by the report that appeared. 

Mr. Lupton held that McDonakl was not engeged 
in distributing milk. le believed that the milk 
was chan when ptt into the cans, and that the 
cans were properly closed, though he also believed 
that the eart was dirty, and the man also.. .

CHURCH REFORM 
LEAGUE. 


AMALGAMATION 
PARISHES. 


OF 


DEMAND FOR INC REASED 
INCOMES. 


A largely attended meeting in connection with 
the Church Reform League was held in the 
Gregg Memorial Hall, Dublin, yesterday even- 
ing. The clergy were in the great majority at 
the assembly, which was presided over by the 
Archdeacon of Killaloe. 

The Chairman said that that meeting was of 
great importance, and it was intended that it 
should end in action. He did not think that 
ever since disestablishment they had had a 

meeting that required greater unity or fixity of 
purpose or the guidance of God. A good deal 
had been done in a statesmanlike fashion by the 
Commission which issued a report on retrench- 
ment and reform, but in the past it had not 
been an uncommon thing to find that many of 
these reports had been consigned to Govern- 


S i mental wastepaper baskets, and they were re- 


solved that that should not be regarding the 
findings of the Committee of Inquiry which had 
been investigating the conditions of the Church. 
They were determined to press the objects of the 
Church Reform League as far as they could on 
the members of the Church, who, he thought, 
were not wide awake enough. The Commission 


garded as almost hopeless, but if Chureh-people 
ave in the same ratio as Presbyterians 
Methodists gave, that sum could be raised at 
once. Church-people had not risen to the oc- 
casion of giving as they ought. They wanted 
to raise that discussion of the money question to 
as high a level as possible. The clergy must 
have money like other people, but what they 
required uwe for in many cases was to avoid 
disgrace being brought upon the Church, be- 
cause it was brought on the individual clergy 
by being hampered and worried by debt. It 
was a diagrace in a material sense, and he be- 
lieved that it tended to thwart and stunt the 
growth of individual spiritual life in the clergy- 
man, the very thing that they wanted to avoid. 
They were holding that meeting to arouse the 
General Synod: they wanted the General Synod 
to get into serious work, and they wanted the 
Synod and the bishops with them. (Hear, hear.) 
They wanted legislation, and they wanted their 
laymen to feel that they were benetiting the 
ministerial work of the Church when they gave 
the clergy more work and kept them out of 
debt. He called upon the Rev. F. J. 
to propose a resolution. 
The Rev. F. J. MeNeice, B.D., proposed :— 
Committee of Inquiry relative te a minimum stipend 
and amalgamation as the first essential elemenis of 
a solution of the present crisis in the Church; bot 
that the Church Reform League wishes to add that 
in the case of the amalgamation of parishes of 
extensive area, involving additional 
much larger income than the minimum stipend “will | 
be feguired; and that, in addition to a policy of 
amatguination, larger contributions to assessment 
are required from the laity. I 
He said that he believed delay in this matter ' 
would be disastrous, and that now was the 
time to move along well-considered lines. They 
looked for the help of their bisheps, clergy, and 
diocesan authorities, and of the -people of the 
Church as a whole, and they were looking to 
God. The clergy demanded work in the first 
instanee, and if the Church gave a clergyman 
work they must also provide Tet with a wage. 
In his diocese there were parishes with popu- 
lations of 161, of 150, of 76, of 111, of 156, and 
of 42; and, on the other side, there were 
parishes with — of 5,000, of 8,000, of 
10,000,- and of That was to say, that 
there were Same where men had little work 
and parishes where there were thousands of 
people without the services of a minister. These 
facts in themselves were a challenge to-day to 
the bishops and y Povmentng authorities. There 
were also parishes which were exceptionally | t 
poor. There were 67 parishes that received 
rants from the diocesan funds—that was 
to say, that there were 57 parishes professedly 
unable to pay a resident ve £200 a year. 
That was a situation that must be altered, and 
they must push and persuade’ until that situa- 
tion was altered. (Applause.) Many of these 
small parishes were within easy reach of centres 
from which they could be worked as efficiently 
as they ever were worked. A wond rful change 
was passing over the minds of the clergy at pre- 
sent. Yesterday one might have found a clergy- 
man who would take a parish, no matter how 
small; to-day numbers of-ciergymen would not 
accept these “small parishes where there was not 
a proper provision for income—(applause)—and 
to-morrow a larger number of men Would be 
unwilling to go into these parishes. He did not 
envy the parish in his didcese, when the next 
mecting of the Diocesan Synod was held, that 
would not move in the direction of raising the 
incomes of curaies and recommending 4 mimi- 
mum. (Applavuse.) aa, were in his diocese 
making a list of the ishes that ought to be 
able to solve the pro for themselves, and 
he calculated that there were 70 or 80 parishes 
in his united diocese of Down, Connor, and 
Dromore that could solve the whole vroblem of 
finance in a day without we) for help from 
any outside source. A parish t at;demanded a 
curate without work for him, or without making 
rovision for him should not get a curate. 
Te felt that when the people knew the facts 
they would respond as they always had re- 
sponded. 
Ge neral Ricardo, D.8.0., who seconded the 
motion, said that there should be one strong 
body out for reform, determined to get it. (Ap- 
plause.) The question of a minimum wage was 
the key to the position, and it was in the 
combo yg i that they had to make a start. There 
a Finance Committee in each parish, 
co to collect weekly sub- 
scripti was sure that the response 
would be be astonishing. If the average subscrip-
